Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


That there is a decidedly better “feeling” in the general canned 
goods market, among canners, brokers and jobbers, and applying 
rather to the future market than to the spot conditions, cannot be 
denied ; but the past week has been a disappointing one to the can- 
ners, for they were lead to hope that last week’s good showing and 
advances in prices of some articles would be continued, this week, 
and result in the movement of some of the new packed goods from 
their warehouses. Canners have been awakened to exact conditions, 
however, and now have a faith in their goods, that enables them to 
turn down orders at figures below 7714c. on tomatoes, and 65c. on 
corn. This, at least, is a good feature. 

Last week’s splendid rains were sufficient to entirely relieve 
the drouth that has prevailed in this section particularly, and the 
country generally experienced beneficial showers. The country, 
however, presents a spotted condition in this respect as will be seen 
from the report of the United States Weather Bureau for the week 
ending July 28th. It reads: 

The rainfall for the week was above the normal throughout the 
stretch of country from western Washington to western Montana, 
over a considerable portion of the southern Plateau region. along an 
irregular strip including most of the interior and some of the southern 
counties of the central Gulf States, and throughout the greater part 
of the country from the central Mississippi and lower Ohio valleys 
northeastward to southern New England and eastward to the middle 
Virginia coast. The large eastern area of excess is especially note- 
worthy, inasmuch as the greater part of that region had been without 


- sufficient rainfall for several weeks previous to the one just past. To 


the westward of the upper Mississippi and along the course of the 
central Missouri the distribution of rainfall was extremely irregular, 
portions of Minnesota and Iowa receiving more than two inches in 
excess of the normal amount, while districts near by reported a 
deficiency. A similar irregular distribution was noticeable throughout 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, and Georgia, although the contrasts were 
less pronounced. 

The precipitation was generally below the normal from south- 
western Kansas to western Texas, over the lower Missouri and upper 
Mississippi valleys and upper Lake region, in northern New England, 
and throughout the Atlantic coast States south of Virginia, except at 
points in northern Florida and interior Georgia, The deficiency was

greatest along the south Atlantic coast and in interior South Carolina 
and northern and northwestern Georgia, where it amounted to an inch 
or more. 

The actual rainfall for the week amounted to more than 2 inches 
over areas of appreciable extent in Minnesota, Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, 
Louisiana, and Alabama, throughout a much greater area from western 
North Carolina northeastward to eastern New York and southern 
New England, and at scattered points elsewhere. Light showers oc- 
curred on the north Pacific coast and over the nortehrn and middle 
Rocky Mountain and Plateau regions, and along the middle Atlantic 
coast. Very light sprinkles or unbroken dryness was reported from 
parts of Texas and Missouri, and more generally from northeastern 
Illinois, southern Wisconsin, and the lower Michigan Peninsula. There 
was the usual absence of rainfall in California and the greater part of 
Oregon. 

The weather this week has been all that could be desired for 
canners’ crops, even Minnesota and Michigan receiving rains, where 
last week they were overlooked in the distribution. Tllinois, how- 
ever, seems to be in need of rain. So canners’ crops should be 
making as good progress as could be expected, and barring the early 
crops which have suffered from adverse conditions, corn and toma- 
toes are doing weil throughout the country. 

Some tomatoes are reaching this city now, and have been 
handled by the canners of Baltimore, in a limited way. But the 
stock is decidedly poor, green and small, a condition not surprising, 
when the early vines from which this stock is being picked have 
heen seen in the fields. The yield from these cannot amount to 
anything worth attention, and the canners are refusing to handle 
it unless the fruit is full ripe and good color. 

Some green corn is also coming to this city, but it is of small 
ears and poor quality, and this same condition exists in the coun- 
try districts where canners would ordinarily be at work upon it. 
Some little work is being done, but the season can hardly be said 
io have opened yet. Next week will find more canners at work, 
hut the late crops of both corn and tomatoes will have to be waited 
for before heavy work can be done. 

As to the condition of the market, it depends upon the in- 
dividual expressing the idea. That there is certainly a better feel- 
ing cannot-be denied, but that demand is on the increase and that 
sales have grown in numbers and size is more difficult to admit. 
There are those who answer in the negative on, this, one canner 
stating that his sales during July amounted to only one-third of 
what they did in July, 1907, showing a falling off from June, which 
represented only half the amount of business done in 1908, as com- 
pared with 1907 at the same time. Because of this condition this 
packer has not gotten up much over half the amount of goods this 
season, as he did to the same time last vear, and it is this fact that 
the jobber will have to watch closely. Packers do not care to run 
up a large pack to see it stand in the warehouse—it ties up too 
much money and makes it difficult for the packer to continue on 
other lines.’ There is going to be a heavy cut on this account, even 
under the most favorable crop conditions. So that if demand im- 
proves in the fall, if not before, as all expect, jobbers will find that 
the goods have not heen packed to supply the demand. The can- 
ners are aware of this, and are refusing what little business is 
offered at prices lower than market quotations. They can see every 
possibility of higher prices for corn and tomatoes, peas and other 
articles, with but a very rare exception. 

The pea pack has been about finished in New York State, and 
is practically over in Wisconsin, which is equivalent to saying in 
the country. New York State is short, but how much it is difficult 
to say. It now appears the late peas did not turn out much better 
than the early ones, and if this is the case generally in that State, 
the pack is not over two-thirds of a full one. Some packers are 
reported as delivering only 40 per cent. on contracts. Michigan 
and Wisconsin are also in the uncertain column as vet, but Wis- 
consin is expected to do better than New York State, and yet will 
not be up toa full pack. 

The Baltimore market on peas is quoted as follows: No. 2, 
second, EF. J., 65 to 70c.: sifted seconds, 75c.; standard, No. 2, FE. J., 
75 to 80c. : extras, 80 to 85c.: sifted, 90 to 95¢.; extra sifted, $1.10 to 


$1.15; fancy, ditto, $1.25 to $1.35; petit pois, $1.35 up to $1.50. 
There is a little more interest showing in the pea market since the 
outcome of the year’s pack is becoming known. 

Apples are waited down with the heavy carry-over stock in 
many hands and where canners were working on them at this time 
last year, they are not touching them now. New York State is quot- 


-ing No. 10 at $1.75 to $2.25, though packers in that State say they 


cannot put them up for less than $2.50. The market here is about 
$1.75 for No. 10, and 70 to 75c. for No. 3. 

String bean packing in New York State is now on, but the 
crop is irregular, and disturbing to the canners themselves. No. 2 
standard are quoted here at 45 to 474e.; No. 3, 65¢., and No. 10 at 
$1.90 to $2. No. 2 white wax at 45c.; No. 3, 65e.; and gallons, $2 
to $2.10. Green lima beans are quoted here at 85 to 90c. for 
standards, and soaks at 60c. New York State string beans are 
quoted for cut beans, 80 to 85c.; No. 4’s at 95 to $1; 3’s, $1.10 to 
$1.15; 2’s, $1.35 to $1.40, and 1’s, $1.60 to $1.75, all No. 2 cans. 

Corn-spot corn of good quality is very scarce in every section, 
West or East and holders are demanding high figures. Jobbers are 
showing a desire to cover their wants, and offerings for futures are 
more in evidence; but canners do not care to consider business at 
present. The West is quoting future corn at 6214 to 85c., accord- 
ing to the location and the ideas of the canner, with Country Gen- 
tleman corn held up to 90c. No, 2 standard sugar corn, Harford 
county, is quoted here at 65c., an advance of 5c.; and dry packed 
at G71%. Extra is quoted at 80c. The condition of the growing 
crop is not good, either here in the East or in the West, where they 
can stand a little more rain. 

Tomatoes do not show any changes this week, the lowest price 
heing 7714e. for standard No, 3, but even at this figure the canners 
are not anxious to take on business. The outlook is decidedly 
doubtful, and packers are wise to go easy and carefully on this. 
Supplies are about exhausted in canners’ hands, with the possible 
exception of a few gallon goods, and there is nothing in the condi- 
tion of the crop to cause a break in prices, unless it is towards 
high figures. 

Peaches show no change this week, and the canners are waiting 
the first good receipts of this fruit next week. There have been a 
few packages come to this city this week, possibly a thousand pack- 
ages all told, hut the rush is expected to start about the 10th of 
August. The quotations can be found on their regular page. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report, can-makers 
are busy getting out orders of cans against the approaching season, 
Imt even here we fear some canners are waiting too long before 
getting their orders in. There may be some caught short on their 
supplies or made to pay more for what they get. 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
SPECIAI, CORRESPONDENCE TO ‘‘ THE TRADE”’ 


CHICAGO, ILL., July 29, 1908. 

Hot and Dry.—Talk about the drought in the East! It is’nt in it 
with the insufferably hot, dry week which Chicago has passed through 
since | last wrote you, and which style of weather is still prevailing. 
The three good rains which you had in Maryland last week were 
just three more than we had here, and the weather here is the hottest 
Chicago has experienced for many years. As I write this letter the 
perspiration is trickling off my nose onto the paper and I tried to 
find a cool place to write. The weather bureau gives us no promise of 


relief, and the lake and its surf is being resorted to by thousands. 
Indiana Peas.—Deliverics of new pack of peas from Indiana re- 


ceived this week show poor style and quality. A large proportion of 
hard, yellow and flavorless peas are found in the standard grades. 

Wisconsin Peas.—Samples of the new pack of sweet peas from 
Wisconsin, received by express, this week show good quality and 
careful handling. 

The Pioneer Canning Company, of St. Nazionz, Wisconsin, ad- 
vised its customers this week that it would be unable to deliver but 
sixty-five per cent. on its contracts for sweet peas. 

Michigan Peas.—Shipments of Michigan packed peas arrived this 
week and show good quality.- Only the Alaska grades have been ship- 
ped so far as the packing of sweet peas is still in progress in that

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State. The Alaska peas, both in fancy and standard grades, show 
good quality and evidences of careful grading and handling. 

Canned Corn.—A great scarcity exists in Chicago of cheap grades 
of canned corn. Iowa wants 62'c. factory for spot or future, though 
a little off grade goods can be had for 60c. Illinois packers ask all 
kinds of prices, ranging from 65c., f. o. b. factorv to 80 cents for corn 
of equal quality, Crosby or Evergreen seed. Indiana packers have 
but little spot corn, and are generally asking 65 to 70c., f. o. b. cannery. 
Ohio packers are offering a few lots of carried-over corn of rather 
poor qaulity at 57'4c. to 60c., cannery. Locally, stocks seem to be 
well cleared up, and holders are very strong in their views as to price, 
asking from 65 to 80c., according to quality. 


The above statements apply to corn of Crosby or Evergreen seed, 
Country Gentleman corn is held at varying prices, ranging in the vari- 
ous localities in which it is packed, namely Indiana, Iowa, Illinois 
and Wisconsin from 75 to 85c., f. o. b., cannery. 

Three Big I’s—The reputation for quality in canned corn, which 
includes cultivation, selection, climatic conditions, manufacturing 
facilities, care and a conscientious pride in the quality of their product, 
seems to center in Illinois, Indiana and Iowa in the West. The State 
of Wisconsin packs some very fine corn, but her climate is unreliable, 
and her crop cannot be depended upon. 

Ohio does not seem to give that essential care and selection to her 
pack of canned corn that she should, though it may be that her best 
qualities are shipped East or kept at home. At all events the reputa- 
tion of Ohio, as to quality of canned corn, stands below that of either 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa or Wisconsin in this market. The fine quality 
of Wisconsin packed corn has been attracting attention of late. The 
latitude of central Wisconsin is as far north as that of Maine, and 
the quick, short season which Maine has is duplicated in Wisconsin. 
A number of slouchy and careless packers who operated several years 
ago injured the standing of Wisconsin for quality in canned corn, but 
they have failed or quit, and the industry is now in the hands of 
packers like The Hutisford Canning Company The Randolph Canning 
Company, Roach & Company, and several others who are giving great 
attention to a fine quality of canned corn, and who are succeeding in 
packing qualities that equal Maine-packed in the opinion of many 
experts. 

The Tomato Situation—Much alarm was occasioned in this mar- 
ket by the persistent continuation of the drought in Maryland, and the 


adjoining States, and great relief was experienced by the “shorts” 
when the rains of last week, in the East, were reported. Though sales 
of futures have been small this year, as compared with last year, to the 
retail trade very few wholesalers have covered their purchases, and as 
sales of futures, owing to the depressed outlook and prospect were 
made at very low prices, the wholesalers were troubled about the mar- 
ket when the drought was prevailing. Offerings of futures from the 
East, up to this writing, show no change as to prices, and the actual 
situation is evidently still in doubt with the packers. 

Bankrupt Stocks.—The bank holdings packed by The Dunkley, 
Company are pretty well cleared out, and are off the market. 

The receiver of the Erie Preserving Company is still offering some 
goods, but in small quantities and of irregular goods. 

Canned Salmon.—No prices on Alaska salmon are expected before 
the last of August. In the meantime brokers are striving to secure 
orders subject to approval of price when announced. Outside can- 
neries are guaranteeing prices five cents per dozen below the opening 
price of The Alaska Packers’ Association, and in some instances, even 
offering a division of brokerage. Wholesale grocers are tired, 
however, of anticipating their wants in canned salmon, and I learn 
that contracts have been the exception rather than the rule this year. 


The trouble is that when Alaska salmon is received of the new pack 
on contracts the trade is practically over for the year, and jobbers or 
retailers who have bought new pack must carry the stock until the 
following spring and summer before it can be put into consumption. 


WRANGLER. 


Belair, Md., July 25.—Mr. Wm. E. Robinson, one of Har- 
ford’s leading canned goods brokers, is ill at the Easton Hospi- 
tal, Easton, Md. Mr. Robinson has been suffering with an 
infected hand for nearly two months and it was thought he was 
steadily improving. On Saturday accompanied by Mrs. Robin- 
son, he went to Easton to spend Sunday with relatives and was 
taken ill with high fever and removed to the Easton Hospital. 
Dr. Pancoast, of Baltimore, was summoned and it was found 
that erysipelas had developed, affecting the entire arm. The 
latest advice from Easton reports that he is improving and will 
probably be able to return home in a few days, after which he 
will go to some health resort for an indefinite stay.

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jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are stronger on account of the lack of rain in producing 
sections. For futures the market has advanced at least 2%c. There is 
still plenty of time for a good tomato crop and pack, however. Corn is 
believed to have been damaged in some sections beyond repair, notably 
in the South, The price has advanced from 5 to 15c. per dozen, and the 
outlook is firm, Peas are not particularly strong, despite the fact that 
deliveries in most sections will be short. The trade seem not to be inter- 
ested in them. Peaches are unchanged and in light demand, both spot 
and futures. Apples are weaker by possibly a few cents for New York 
State gallons, and it is likely that some could be gotten at $1.75 delivered. 
California canned goods are unchanged and in light demand. The Balti- 
more packing of small fruits and vegetables is proceeding uneventfully, 
the demand for these lines being small.—Grocery World. 

Chicago. 

The Business Situation..—Business this past week has been good and 
the signs generally point toward further trade recovery. Large numbers 
of retailers are daily seen on the streets of Chicago, and the sales by local 
jobbers are excellent in spot canned goods and other food products, with a 
generally steady to firm feeling on nearly everything in the grocery list. 
One of the chief factors in the revival of business is the excellent outlook 
for crops. The general spot demand is good. Retailers are replenishing 
in a number of lines, making the aggregate business satisfactory. Interest 
centres in the reports that serious drought prevails in canning districts 
which prodnce a large part of the tomato pack, and it is also pretty well 
known now that early peas are short in Wisconsin, as well as in other 
States. Tomatoes are strong. Corn is likewise displaying strength, and 
there is rather more interest being taken by retailers in futures. A light 
pack is expected. Salmon is very firm, especially since a report from 
Alaska stated that the outlook favored a pack of only about half the 
quantity of salmon canned in Alaska waters last season. This would be a 
very serious shortage. Sardines are another one of the short items. The 
domestic sardine market is firm and demand is good from retailers.— 
Grocers’ Criterion. 

St. Louis. 

There is every indication, from the reports of the wholesale grocers, 
that we are on the eve of a revival in business On every hand the state- 
ment is made that business 1s good, though as yet there is little encourage- 
ment from the city. Country business is satisfactory in every way, they 
report, while manufacturers in other lines express the same feeling as 
regards present and future outlook. Peas seem to be very scarce, accord- 
ing to the jobber, at least at prices that they consider favorable. The out- 
look of the crop does not seem very bright and as a consequence prices are 
being held up. One jobber stated that he had purchashed fifteen hundred 
cases some time ago of a good grade, but since then has not bcen able to 
duplicate them excepting at an advance of more than t2c. a dozen. Indi- 
cations are for a short pack, hence those in command of the situation are 
not anxious to sell excepting at a good price. Tomatoes show no change 
to speak of, as the trade is waiting to get the facts regarding the present 
crop. In the East there has not been enongh rain, while the same condi- 
tion applies to Indiana, where there has been a drought. Gallon apples 
are cheap at present prices. It looks as though every packer put up 
gallons last year with the expectation of getting a good price, but there 
was a slump, and they are showing no disposition to make the same 
mistake this year. Corn is considered strong.—7he /nterstate Grocer. 


Montreal, Can. 

The demand for vegetables continues good, owing to the scarcity of 
fresh vegetables and their high price. Fruits are also in good demand. 
Fish is neglected; also, meats. There has been no price fixed yet for new 
canned salmon, but during the past few days some large orders have been 
placed with price open. 

Toronto, Can. 

Fruits and vegetables, 1907 pack, are passing off fairly well and it 
looks as if stocks would be pretty well cleaned up before the new goods 
come in in any quantity. The new prices for 1908 goods on peas, spinach, 
asparagus, strawberries and rhubarb came into effect on Monday and some 
little business is being done.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 
Salmon.—-The market continues strong, and prices for Alaska have 
‘advanced a further 6d. British Columbia remains very firm. Lobsters.— 
There is nothing fresh to note in these goods. The Republic has arrived at 
Liverpool with 150 cases, Sardines,—Reports of the fishing gencrally are 


unsatisfactory, and there is not much animation on the market. The 
Lusitania has brought 4,871 cases and the Daunte has arrived at South- 
ampton with 718 cases. Fruits.—A quiet tone prevails, without any 
change to note. Prices are in good consumptive demand, and the follow- 
ing have arrived: Bombay Maru, 585 cases; Japan, 1,877 cases; Hitachi 
Maru, 2,508 cases. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market has been fairly active during the week, with 
good inquiry for 1-lb. and %-1b. flats and 1-lb. tall Alaska. Prices are well 
maintained and there is a large consumptive demand. Lobsters steady at 
laterates. Sardines.—Nothing much to report about these just yet, pending 
further news from the fisheries. Fruits.—There has heen a large trade dur- 
ing the past week, particularly in apricots, large sales having been made for 
overland arrival, now due and expected shortly. There has also been busi- 
ness for the long-route delivery in January. Pears and peaches are very quiet 
at lower rates. Pineapples.—The continued heavy consumption is making 
itself felt on stocks, and some ef the larger sized tins are practically unob- 
tainable, and spot values of these have consequently advanced consider- 
ably. The Alcinous has arrived, bringing 26,395 cases on board.—Gyvocers’ 
Gazette. 


Result of Benzoate of Sodium Test. 
‘**The Poison Squad.’’ 


“INTRODUCTION 


In the continuation of the work described in Parts I to III of this 
bulletin, experiments were conducted, according to the general plan 
already described, to determine the effects of benzoic acid and benzoates 
upon health and digestion. This investigation is of special importance 
because of the opinion held by many manufacturers, food officials and con- 
sumers, that benzoic acid and benzoates are probably the least harmful of 
the preservative substances employed. It is believed that for this reason 
there has been a very large increase in the use of these preservatives in 
the last few years, with a corresponding decrease in the amount of other 
preservative substances employed. It has also been claimed that there can 
be no reasonable objection to the use of benzoic acid by reason of its nat- 
ural occurrence in many food products, either in traces or in considerable 
quantities. Among the products cited, the cranberry occupies the most 
prominent position because of the notable amount of benzoic acid it 
contains. These considerations, however, had no determiniug influence 
on the choice of this substance for cxperimental werk, inasmuch as it was 
included in the original scheme which was prepared before the work 
reported in Part I was begun. 

The same principles which guided the organization of the work as 
described in Part I were followed in the present instance. Upon the selec- 
tion of the members of the hygienic table each man -was subjected to a 
thorough medical examination of the character already described. No one 
was admitted to the table who was suffering from any organic disease, 
who manifested any tendency to hereditary disease, or who had been seri- 
ously ill within the year previous to the beginning of the experimental 
work. 

The delay which has attended the presentation of this report for pub- 
lication has been due to several causes. First, the great burden of collat- 
ing the data, condensing the analytical tables and checking the data fcr 
accuracy, required, as is usual in such cases, a large amount of time and 
expert labor. There were also a number of points brought out in the 
investigations which required further study of the question, both experi- 
mentally and in consulting authorities thereon. 

Another reason for the delay consisted in the fact that various repre- 
sentations were making on the part of manufacturers and others respect- 
ing the effect upon the industries using benzoic acid should the conclu- 
sions reached in this report receive executive and judicial confirmation. 
It was thought advisable, therefore, to give ample time to the industries 
involved to experiment with methods of manufacture looking to the 
elimination of objectionable preservatives. Investigations were also 
undertaken by this Bureau in collaboration with the manufacturing inter- 
ests along the same line. Results of these investigations have shown that 
there is not a single article of food which has been commonly preserved by 
means of benzoic acid or benzoate of soda which cannot be preserved and 
offered to the consumer in perfect condition without the aid of any 
chemical preservative. This fact has been completely demonstrated in the 
case of cider, grape juice, mincemeat, jelly, jams, catsups, preserves and 
other articles of the same character, and there seems, therefore, to be no 
longer any industrial reason for delaying publication, even if the former 
necessity for such delay be admitted. 

It is believed that the distribution of the results of this investigation 
at the present time will neither work hardship to any manufacturing 
interest or interfere in any way with any legitimate business. At the 
same time it will indicate to the manufacturer, as well as to the consumer, 
the important truth that benzoic acid or benzoate of soda as a preserving 
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medium is not without danger, that its effects are always injurious 
or tend to injury, and that its exclusion from food products is desir- 
able not only in order to conform to the food and drugs act, but also for 
hygienic reasons. 

The greater care which is required in the manufacture of food pro- 
ducts without the use of benzoic acid or benzoate of soda, necessitating the 
use of a higher quality of raw material, will place the industries which 
would otherwise use these preservatives in foods on a better plane and 
secure for their products a greater consumption. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE PRESERVATIVE. 

In Table I are recorded the dates of the periods and subperiods during 
which this experiment was conducted. A preliminary or relaxation period 
of one month elapsed between the close of Series VII and the beginning of 
Series VIII, the sujects being the same in both series, with the exception 
of No. 4.

In Table II is given a schedule of the administration of the preserv- 
ative. The sodium benzoate used is calculated in the table as benzoic 
acid. The preservative was given in all cases in capsules, as experience 
had shown this to be the best method from every point of view of admin- 
istering a substance of this nature. 

In the first preservative subperiod there was given to Nos. 1 to 6, 
inclusive, 1 gram of benzoic acid per day; to Nos. 7 to 12, inclusive, I gram 
per day, with the exception of the first day, when only 0.9 gram was 


given. During the second preservative subperiod 1.5 grams of benzoic 
acid were given each day to each member. In the third preservative sub- 
period 2 grams and in the fourth 2.5 grams were given each day, with the 
exceptions noted in the table. There were several cases during the fourth 
subperiod when the preservative, by reason of its ill effects and for other 
reasons had to be withdrawn. The maximum quantities of benzoic acid, 
therefore, given during the entire preservative period are 35 and 34.9 
grams, and only three men were able to take these amounts _In all of the 
other cases it was necessary to withdraw a portion or all of the preserv- 
ative, for the reasons already stated. 


SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 
MEDICAL AND CLINICAL DATA. 

The observations made show that both benzoic acid and benzoate of 
soda, when administered to healthy young men in the quantities de- 
scribed, produce marked symptoms of discomfort and malaise in the 
majority of cases. There was little difference noted in the effect of the 
two forms of the preservative in the production of these symptoms. The 
most common symptoms are nausea and headache, which occurred in nine 
and eight cases, respectively. The nausea resulted in vomiting in only 
three cases. Seven of the subjects complained of weakness and also of 
burning aud irritating sensations in the «wsophagus. Hunger was in- 
creeasd in three cases and indigestion was especially noted five times. 

The fact that these symptoms were not produced in all cases illustrate 
a point prominently brought out in the previous investigations, namely, 
the different degrees of toieration of the substance administered in differ- 
ent individuals It should not be forgotten that the subjects upon whom 
the experiments were made represent the highest type of health and 
resistance. Hence, it is fairto infer that with less resistant types, such 
as children and persons with weak stomachs or other disorders of the 
digestive functions, or those suffering from impaired vitality in any form, 
the effects of the administration of the drug would have been more pro- 
nounced. It is evident, therefore, that the administration of both benzoic 
acid and benzoate of soda results in serious disturbances of the digestive 
functions, with positive indications of illness, which may easily be in- 
creased to nausea and vomiting, while headache is a very common 
symptom, developed together with a feeling of physical weakness and an 
unfitness to perform ordinary work. 

BODY WEIGHT. 

A study of the figures shows that in the case of the subjects who 

received benzoic acid there was an average loss of weight during the pre- 
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servative period of about half a kilogram, or slightly more than 1 pound, 
and an additional loss during the after period of. 0.46 kilogram, again a 
loss of about a pound. The loss in weight of those who received benzoate 
of soda was very much less, amounting to 0.22 kilogram, or about 0.5 
pound, during the preservative period, and an additional loss of about 0.36 
kilogram during the after period, making altogether a total average loss of 
1,3 pounds for the entire observation. This illustrates a fact which is 
brought out in nearly all of the other studies, namely, that while the 
immediate effect of benzoate of soda on the metabolic activities was less 
marked than that of benzoic acid, the effect after the withdrawal of the 
preservative was more pronounced, so that the final result was almost as 
injurious as that produced by the benzoic acid alone. These facts are 
graphically set forth in the accompanying charts. 


The final conclusion which is drawn from a study of these data is that 
the administration of benzoic acid as such, or sodium benzoate, in the 
quantities mentioned, produces a condition of the digestive activities which 
ciuses a loss in the weight of the body. In other words, the activities of 
a katabolic nature, which result in the destruction and excretion of tissue, 
are greater than those of an anabolic nature, which build up the tissues. 
This effect does not cease immediately upon the withdrawal of the preserv- 
ative, but is continued in the majority of cases throughout the after period. 
Hence, it is evident that the administration of these drugs in foods tends 
to derange the normal activities of the body and to cause a loss of tissue, 
resulting not only in disturbances of health, but also in actual decrease in 
the weight of the body. 


Hippuric acid is the most important natural constituent of the urine 
of herbivorous animals whose food contains large quantities of aromatic 
substances which, either by oxidation or reduction, are converted into 
bodies containing the benzene nucleus. The benzene nucleus; by combina- 
tion with glycocoll is converted into hippuric acid, in which form it is 
excreted. Hippuric acid is a normal constituent of the urine, and the 
data show a fact, already well recognized by physiologists, namely, tha‘ 
the administration of benzoic acid or benzoate of soda to the human 
animal increases the quantity of hippuric acid so excreted. The limit of 
conversion of benzoic acid into hippuric acid is determined by the quantity 
of available glycocoll. Any excess of benzoic acid over the quantity 
which can thus be converted into hippuric acid is excreted as benzoic acid. 

In the original experiment the total benzoic acid recovered (both as 
hippuric and benzoic acid) amounts in the case of those receiving benzoic 
acid to 81.32’ of the total quantity ingested, while for those receiving 


shown a marked tendency to restrict the, excretion of benzoic acid when 
administered as benzoate of soda, the total decrease being almost exactly 
20% as compared with the excretion of benzoic acid. It is thus seen that 
much larger quantities of benzoic acid are retained in the sysem after a 
given time when administered as benzoate of soda than when administered 
as benzoic acid. This fact is another confirmation of what is shown in so 
many other instances in this study of the retarded effect of the preserv- 
ative when administered as benzoate of soda. 

The results of the supplemental study conducted with six subjects 
over a period of 29 days (a fore periud of 5 days, a preservative period of 
1o days and an after period of 14 days) and a smaller ingestion of the pre- 
servative (a total of 12.5 grams) again showed the slower elimination of 
the preservative when administered as benzoate of soda. During the pre- 
servative period 93% of the amount ingested as benzoic acid was recovered 
as hippuric acid, while fur those receiving benzoate of soda only 72% was 
recovered. The differing conditions of the experiments, especially the 
decreased amount of preservative and the fact that the analyses in the 
second case were made on the daily samples instead of the composites, 
account largely for the fact that all of the benzoic acid was reccvered as 
hippuric acid in the supplemental study. At the close of the first after 
subperiod the entire amount of benzoic acid ingested as such had been 
recovered, while in the case of those re eiving benzoate of soda only 76% 
had been recovered. The increased excretion of hippuric acid as com- 
pared with the fore period continued in the case of these subjects in the 
second after period, but only reached 77.6% of the amount ingested. 
There is in this series, as in the preceding one, about 20% less of the 
benzoic acid recovered when it is ingested as sodium benzoate. 

The increase in the quantity of hippuric acid produced and excreted 
cannot be neglected in studying the effects of the administration of preserv- 
atives upon health and digestion. The preservatives can only be regarded 
as foreign bodies of a toxic character which the system must eliminate. 
The normal burden impo:ed upon the kidneys in the excretion of the 
natural degradation products of metabolism is quite sufficient for the 
preservation of their healthy activity. The addittional amount of excret- 
ory matter produced by the administration of benzoic acid in any form can 
only be regarded as an unnecessary burden.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


Market Gonditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
interests of the West. 


(Delayed in Mail.) 


BERKELEY, CAL., July 18. 1908. 

Although the market for canned goods of all descriptions 
has been rather quiet in San Francisco during the past two 
weeks, this dullness was not unexpected, and canners are not 
changing their plans for making as heavy a pack as their facili- 
ties will allow. The packing of fruits is now progressing at a 
rapid rate and canneries in all sections of the State are busy 
with some varieties or other. The cherry pack has just about 
been concluded and will likely be wound up entirely within a 
few days. The pack has been about an average one in point of 
size, but the fruit has been smaller than has been the case for 
several seasons, and the bulk of the pack consists of standards 
and extra standards, with a greater proportion of seconds than 
is often the case. 

The packing of apricots in the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys is now at an end, while the industry has really just 
commenced in the Coast counties around the Bay. The crop in 
the interior was an immense one, one of the largest, in fact, in 
the history of the State, and a good-sized pack was made by all 
canners. The fruit, while small, was of extra fine quality, 
being singularly free from blemish and well colored, owing to 
excellent ripening weather. The result of this is that such 
grades as standards and seconds will really be of better quality 
than usual and that the most of the pack run to these grades. 
There will be a shortage in the higher grades of apricots of this 
season’s pack. The pack now being put up in the counties 
around the Bay is decidedly inferior to the earlier pack, the 


fruit being spotted and otherwise defective. A large portion of 
this fruit is being placed in the lower grades, such as seconds 
and water yoods, and are being offered at an extremely low 
price to stimulate movements in this line. 

The Hunt Brothers Company has removed its office from 
San Francisco to the cannery at Haywards, as is its usual 
custom during the busy season. ‘The pack of cherries made by 
this firm aggregated a little over 600 tons, according to Super- 
intendent Baumgartner, being the largest pack for several 
years. The prices paid were $60 per ton for white and black 
cherries and $100 per ton for Royal Annes. Peaches will be 
ready by the time the present run of apricots is over, and it is 
the intention to operate the cannery until late in the fall, anda 
heavy pack of tomatoes is expected to end the season. 

Unless there is some kind of an agreement reached soon 
between the growers and the canners, the pack of Bartlett pears 
will be a light one this season. This fruit has been bringing 
top-notch prices during the past few years, owing to the scarcity 
of the crop caused by the ravages of the blight, and growers see 
no reason why the price should be cut in half this year. Can- 
ners are offering but $20 per ton for the choicest fruit, and thus 
far have secured but a small proportion of the crop. 

The California Fruit canners Association has started its 
immense cannery at Yuba City and is now operating on plums. 
Tuscan cling peaches will be ready in a few days, the recent hot 
spell having hastened the ripening. This firm reports that 
peaches can be purchased this year at from $20 to $25 per ton 
as against $35 to $60 last season. The fruit is reported to be of 
excellent quality and the crop is estimated to be about one-half 
as large again as the one of last year. The result of this large 
crop will be to throw a larger amount of fruit into the dried- 
fruit market, as the pack of the canneries will not be larger 


than usual, owing to the fact that several of the small concerns 
will not be operated, owing to a lack of ready funds to finance 
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the venture. The buying of futures is not as heavy at the pres- 
ent time as it wasimmediately after the announcement of prices. 
Early during the present month a number of independent can- 
ners commenced to cut prices on assortment lots, canner’s selec- 
tion. and this affected the market generally. These assort- 
ments, of course, were to consist of the lower grades of fruit 
from standards down, and the cuts in price ranged from 5 to 
10%. However, this practice seems to have ceased and a 
better feeling in the market is to be noted. It is quite likely 
that some of these canners will be compelled to make prorata 


deliveries on their best grades of peaches and apricots, espe- 
cially the latter. 


G. O’Rorke, of the California Canneries Company, operat- 
ing extensively in Tulare county, sizes up the canned fruit situ- 
tion as follows: ‘‘Buying in this country has been very conserv- 
ative and will likely continue so. In England, owing to the 
drop in prices, the demand has been considerably more than in 
previous years. We do not look for any unusually heavy 
buying in the United States, it undoubtedly being the policy of 
all large buyers to purchase for their actual requirements only, 
and thereby force the packer to carry the goods. We believe, 
however, that the buying will be more continuous than in pre- 
vious years, but it will be a heavy load for the packers to carry, 
and it will depend upon their financial backing whether they 
will be in a position to do this. We confidently predict an 
advance before long in the price of some of the high grades of 
California canned fruits, and we look for a steady trade which 
will take all the low-grade goods that can be packed at low 


prices. Some canners, who in their anxiety to sell are cutting 
prices, may find themselves in a dilemma later on in their capac- 
ity to furnish the higher grades, for their quality will be scruti- 
nized very closely, and if it does not come up to the season’s 
average in size, they will have to make big allowances when the 
goods reach their destination.’’ 


Secretary Dorr, of the Alaska Packers Association, states 


that the orders for Alaska red salmon for future delivery, sub- 
ject to opening prices, is just about as heavy as 1s usual at this 
time of the year. Spot salmon is almost an unknown quantity 
in San Francisco, and the same may be said of the whole coun- 
try, for that matter. Almost every steamer that returns from 
the North has a different story to tell about the success of the 
present fishing season, and these reports range from almost a 
total failure to a heavy run. Mr. Dorr states that it will be at 
least three weeks before accurate information is at hand and 
that prices will not be named until then. 

Jossph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., expresses it as 
his opinion that the opening prices for Alaska red salmon will 
be in the immediate neighborhood of $1.25. ‘‘It would not be 
good business policy, in my opinion,’’ says he, ‘‘to make the 
price much higher, no matter how small the pack is, for a high 
price would seriously curtail the demand, and, on the other 
hand, I see no reason for naming a lower figure, because it is 
almost a certainty that the pack will be less than it was last 
year, owing to the fact that fewer canneries are being operated, 
and the market will readily absorb the output at the figure I 
suggest. Distribution will commence as soon as the first vessel 


arrives from the North with the new season’s pack, as stocks 
are cleaned up completely as far as jobbers are concerned.’’ 


Within the past two weeks a heavy run of fish has been 
experienced on the Columbia River, and the fear expressed early 
in the spring that the season would prove a failure is proved to 
be groundless. Last week the canners had all they could attend 
to in handling all the fish that were brought to their establish- 
ments. The canners have not only recovered the lost ground, 
but the pack up to the present time is 20% ahead of the pack at 
this time last year. 


The pack of sockeye salmon in Northern British Columbia 
waters as a whole does not equal that of last season at this time. 
On the Skeena River the pack is about the same as it was a vear 
ago at this time, but at Rivers Inlet only about one-third the , 
number of fish have been taken. ‘* BERKELEY.’’

Pack Will Be 20 Per Cent. Less.

THE TRADE: Weare paying $8 per ton for what tomatoes we are 
forced to contract for, for we are only able to grow about half as much as 
we need, although of peaches, plums, string beans, etc., we grow all that 
we pack. We have about the same acreage this year and all looking well 
enough, except tomatoes, of which we will only get.a poor crop. This is 
on account of tue drought. In a fair season we get 200 bushels to the acre. 
And in many other sections of Ohio the ground is not yielding an increase, 
but rather a decrease, as an average. We figure the pack will amount to 

about 80% of a good average. GEO. SPRAUL PACKING Co. 

Not A Large Crop Or Pack. 

HOMEWORTH, O., July 22, igo8. 
THE TRADE: We grow our own tomatces, refugee beans, corn, apples 
and pumpkin and secure about 3co bushels per acre, and sometimes even 
more. Growers are demanding $8 for corn and tomatoes and $40 for 
beans. The acreage this year is about the same as last, but this really 
amounts to only about one-third of what it should be. Tomatoes are 
doing fairly well, bat corn, on account of the poor quality of the seed, 
will be only a meagre crop. In view of the above facts, we can expect 
about one-half a pack. There is no noticeable decrease in the yield in this 

section and with fair weather we get good returns. Labor is plentiful.

THE TRADE: We have been putting out the same acreage for the 


past three years and get fairly good results, but this year there has been 
too much rain for the good of corn, although it has been of benefit to 
tomatoes, and consequently the yield of corn will be below the average. 
We believe the pack of corn will be below the normal, while with other 
articles the pack will likely be as gocd as in former years. We get about 
300 bushels tomutoes to the acre, growers asking $7, and for corn $5 per 
ton. We also pack peaches and pumpkin.

are safe now. 


Prospects Fair.

THE TRADE: Tomatoes is the principal article packed in this section 
for which growers are asking $9 per ton on contract. We are contracting 
for some, but we grow most of what we use ourselves. The acreage is about 
the same as last year, and since there is no perceptib!e difference in the 
yield, we look for a fair crop.

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down an incline chute, extending from the end soldering machine 
to the tester, feed into the machine automatically, and are clamped 
between the chucks in the carrier by means of a cam, after which 
they are filled with compressed air. The construction of the ma- 
chine is such that air at from 15 to 20 pounds pressure is delivered 
to the can immediately preceding submersion and the pressure con- 
tinued only while the can is sumberged. ‘The air all being delivered 
through one valve does away with a multiplicity of valves the ad- 
vantage of which will readily be realized by operators of this type 
of machine. The necessary pressure can be supplied either from a 
pump or small air compressor; the air compressor being the most 
efficient and economical to operate in connection with the tester, 
one being sufficient for the operation of four testers. The revolving 
carrier which contains 24 pockets or holders for the cans, is driven 
by a worm gear, giving a uniform and even travel to the carrier 
which gieatly reduces the agitation of the water in the tank over 
that produced by direct belt driven machines. This advantage in- 
sures the absolute detection of all leakers. The can passing through 
the tank quickly shows whether it is a perfect can or a leaker. 
Each chuck is fitted with a drop finger so that when a leaker ap- 
pears the operator merely touches this finger and the defective can 
is ejected, after it comes out of water and automatically dropped 
out, and passes off in the leaker can chute, while the perfect cans 
contained in the chuck, the fingers of which are not touched are 
automatically discharged further on and carried off in a chute for 
the perfect cans, after which they pass through the dryer and are 
deposited in the shipping 100m. The machine entirely dispenses 
with the handling of cans and has a capacity of 50,000 to 60,000 
cans per day of ten hours. 

A very strong claim for this machine is the fact that where 
the machines have been in operation for a number of years no allow- 
ances, we are informed, have ever had to be made for defective 
cans since their installation. Repeated re-tests of the total cans 


tested in one day in this machine show that the leakers are so readily 
detected that very seldom have the re-tests shown more than two 
leakers in three thousand cans, and in the vast majority of instances, 
the average has been considerably less, oftentimes there being 
not a single leaker shown in the re-test. 


Texarkana, Ark.—A canning factory belonging to M. D. 
Tilson, has begun operations with a capacity of 1,000 cans a day. 
The peach crop in the Texarkana vicinity is good this year. 
The capacity will be increased next year. 


Niagara Falls, Ont.—That the canning factories of the 
Niagara Peninsula have been much improved in anticipation of 
the work of the present season, is the report made by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Last year there was some criticism of the 
sanitary conditions and the methods of housing the employees. 
The reports state that in many cases improved wash rooms, 
bath rooms and sleeping accommodations have been provided 
and that there is an earnest desire to meet the requirements of 


the law. Mention is made in particular of improvements in St. 
Catharine’s factories. 


Fresno, Cal.—The cannery here distributes about $4,000 
per week in wages. Last season they preserved one million 


cans of peaches alone, and preparations have been made to can 
a half million cans more than last year. 


Lewes, Del.—William C. Lofland and George E. Vickers 
are arranging to start a large cannery here to can tomatoes,

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The drought in Maryland is not broken—it is smashed to 
—smithereens. 


In Harford County on Monday, July 20th, corn was burn- 
ing up in the fields. On Saturday, the 25th, it could be seen 
floating down the rivers. 


That adversity is a great teacher is shown this year, when 
even canned goods packers have refused to be drawn into the 
usual cutthroat game of bidding up prices for crops and produce 
against each other. Fruit growers in Oregon and California 
are complaining that the canners do not respond to their invita- 
tions this year—to put their money into crops at prices which 
will guarantee an absolute loss to the canner. 


And then think of a year when the commission men of 
Baltimore can go into Court with a charge against canned goods 
packers of conspiring to keep prices of raw stock down! It is 
indeed a strange time in which we live, for certainly nothing of 
this kind was ever dreamed of before. When the case comes up, 
if it does, we can certainly not picture any judge even thinking 
for an instant that Baltimore canners ever did such a thing. 
The commission men will be able to point to no precedent 
in the case. 


And now comes the Oregon Association of Canners resolv- 
ing to make no bids upon the growing crops, which heretofore 
they have always done at this season. They rightly claim that 
the low prices of fruits, as now quoted, and the light demand 
for them, prohibits them from paying such prices as they paid 
before. 


But it is the action, not the cause or the result, that pleases 
us particularly. We have had causes such as these many times 
over, but never before such actions and results. In the face of 
a $1.60 spot market on No. 3 tomatoes, we have seen canners 
pay $1.25 per bushel for early tomatoes, can them and sell them 
at goc., not only cutting the market 80c. at one swoop, but 
guaranteeing a net loss to the canner. However, he got the 
tomatoes and the other fellow did not--and that is what he 
wanted, apparently ! ! 


This good business sense, of refusing to pay high prices for 
stock when prices for the canned article are down, is shown 
again in the action of the corn and tomato canners at this time 
in refusing to load up with low-priced contracts in the face of a 
very uncertain crop yield. 

Adversity, as we have said, has taught the canners the 
folly of cutting each other’s throats in the scramble for stock, 
to the benefit of the growers and the buyers. The canners 
now seem able to look the situation calmly in the eye, see 
clearly the dividing line of profit and loss and act accordingly. 
And it is the best indication we have seen in the business for 
some time. It means the general uplifting of the business, and 
should result in much benefit to the entire industry. 

There is meeting today at Mackinac Island a Convention of 
much importance tothe industry. It is being commonly termed 
a Pure Food Convention. It will be composed of the State 
Dairy and Food Commissioners, with a good representation 
from the Department of Agriculture at Washington, and its 
object is the discussion of pure food laws, their enforcement 
and—which is of the greatest importance—an effort to bring all 
the State laws and the Federal Law into a uniform condition. 
It is generally said that because of the importance of the sub- 
jects to be discussed and of the personnel present, it will be the 
most important meeting held to date. We hope it will prove as 
beneficial to the industry as it now seems important. 

This question of a uniformity in the various State Laws 
with each other and with the National Law is one that has 
caused the officials in charge of the enforcement of the National 
Law much hard thinking, as they realize the difficulties the 
conflicting State Laws impose upon the manufacturers of food 
products. And it is not too much to say that the National Law 
is most anxious to see this condition brought about. It will not 
only simplify matters for the manufacturers, but we should 
think it would be of the greatest benefit to those having charge 
of the enforcement of the laws. 

As it at present, with the necessity of keeping a dozen dif- 
ferent kinds of labels on hand, to meet the requirements of the 


different States and the Government, it is little short of a miracle 
that mistakes do not happen. 


We presume Prof. E. F. Ladd will be a prominent figure in 
this concourse, as he represents the foremost exponent of pure 
food radicalism, and is, we believe, President of the Association. 
We can only hope that cooler heads will prevail in their coun- 


sel, and that Professor Ladd will be shown the error of his way, 
at least in respect to canned goods. 


Professor Ladd should know canned goods better than he 
appears to, to judge from his quoted sayings. He has had 
direct acquaintance with them and the canners themselves, but 
when he is quoted as saying canned goods packers could not 
carry on their business without preservatives, coloring matters 
and embalming fluids, the ignorance shown makes us doubt he 
ever heard of canned goods, and yet we know better. We must 
doubt his narrators, in this instance, for Professor Ladd cer- 


tainly knows these substances have no charms, and never did 
have for packers of canned goods. 


But this is not where Professor Ladd is most dangerous. 
A mistake that fortunately is not such a calumny on canned 
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goods as the above, but is grossly wrong, knowing the nature of 
the goods, is his determination to have a date stamped into the 
tin of every can. Please, Professor, once for all, know that 
Appert was awarded his prize by the French Academy of 
Sciences for having discovered a method of preserving foods, 
which defied Time, and needed no artificial preservatives. That 
was the contest, and Appert’s method was the correct answer 
and so received the reward. That method is today called Can- 
ning—the Products Canned Goods, and the only preservative 
heat. If the goods are heated sufficiently, are canned properly, 
Time will be of no consequence to them—they will be good, 
sweet, palatable, wholesome and nutritious as long as they are 
canned. If they break through the can, even in the minutest 
manner, we wiil grant you, they will not be good; but they 
then must be considered out of the can. Believe us, if the cans 
hold, ‘‘ Ladds may come and Ladds may go, but they go on 
forever,’’ with apologies. 

Another one of the Professor’s hobbies is that the label 
must how the weight of the contents. In canned goods this is 
considered as next to impossible, and could not be done at all, 
unless a very considerble latitude be allowed. 


We agree with the incentive that prompts this action on the 
part of Professor Ladd—to secure a full can of goods. But 
unfortunately, his action would not seem to guarantee this 
result, and would only work a hardship upon the canners. 
This is a question, of course, that has to come up for a solution 
one of these days; for the only thing that will make some can- 
ners stop putting half a can of fruit or vegetable into the can 
and filling it up with water will be the strong arm of the law. 
But this method does not seem to be the proper one. It is, 
however, in force in North Dakota now, and Professor Ladd 
will, we are sure, report decidedly favorable results from it. 


Let the Convention bring in a resolution to make the can- 
ners use tin plate with a heavier coating—all of them, not some 
of them—make the laws read that all cans shall be constructed 
of tin plate with a coating of not less than 2% lbs. to the base 
box, and the Association will*do something that the canners 
wil raise up and bless them for—and even the canmakers will 
not complain. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 

NEw YorK, July 30.—Features in canned goods are scarce. 
Perhaps it is not too much to say that the market has been 
practically featureless all the week, with the exception of the 
firmer. feeling which has developed in California fruits, based 
upon the possibility of a reduced pack in some grades. All the 
gain of last week has been retained, but not much has been added 
to it. Possibly dealers should be satisfied with this, inasmuch 
as it is vacation time and the conditions are quite likely to be 
dull, in some degree, unsatisfactory. The better feeling which 
has developed in the trade recently has had the effect of stiffen- 
ing the backbone of some holders, and concessions are not as 
numerous as they were, and in some directions there is a dis- 
position to hold goods for the rise that is probably coming. 
Corn is strong and the tendency of spot and future tomatoes is 
still upward. Corn reports contain an element of uncertainty 


which creates firmer conditions. Advances are possible under 
the circumstances. 


Tomatoes are firm on spot, with reports generally to the 
effect that packers are light holders of stock of all descriptions. 
Full standard 3s are held at 77%4c. regular f. o. b. factory. 
Some holders quote up to 8oc. f.o. b. factory. A little packing 
has been done, but the stock is scarcely good enough to grade 
as full standard. Spot 2s are offered at 5734c. f. 0. b. factory, 
with some lots of off standards quoted at 55c. Gallons are firm, 
but quiet, with practically no interest beyond satisfying ordinary 
daily demand. 

Corn tends upward, and offerings in Southern Maine style 
sparingly made at 65c., regular terms, f. 0. b. factory. A little 
business might be done at 6234c. on firm. offer. State corn is 
offered at 72%4c. to 75c. delivered, for standard graaes. Maine 
corn is firm. The crop situation has not changed since last 
reports. The outlook is not quite what packers would like 
to see.

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String beans are firmer, with No. 1 Refugees held at $1.75 
delivered. Southern string beans are quite steady, but move- 
ment is nat active. A little more demand is reported for 
asparagus. Quotations are, however, largely nominal within 
the range. Buyers are indisposed to make even moderately 
liberal purchases. 

Peas are firm for spot goods and the tendency is higher on 
better grades. Others remain substantially as they have been, 
with no business beyond satisfying ordinary demand. 

Telegrams during the week noted a slight improvement in 
the run of sardines cn the Maine coast, and packing is proceed- 
ing upon a somewhat more liberal scale. Packers still hold a 
considerable accumulation of orders, and it is difficult to keep 
jobbers satisfied. Demand is steadily increasing. 

Red Alaska salmon is firm, with up to $1.50 quoted on talls. 
Reports from the Columbia River indicate that the pack of fish 
is now fully as large as at the corresponding date last year. The 
entire situation, including all varieties and grades, is more or 
less uncertain, and conditions are not at all favorable. 

The market for fruits is firm on offerings in a small way, 
but movement is limited. Reports from the Coast indicate that 
the pack of fine grades of peaches, apricots and pears will be 
considerably below the early expectations of packers. The total 
pack is estimated at 2,500,000 cases of 244s and 3s and 500,000 
cases of 8s, It is more difficult to obtain concessions from 
packers on finer grades. Southern peaches are easy. Seconds 
and No. 1os are in moderate demand. 

Gallon apples are weak and the movement is very slow. It is 
difficult to obtain a request for any sort of goods. The outeome 
of the present season’s pack is extremely uncertain. It promises 
to be large. 

A fair demand is reported for Singapore pineapples within 
the quoted range. Price changes are not numerous, but there 
are some who will concede something for the sake of obtaining 
business. 

Small fruits are dull. The market is not especially active 
and sales are made in a small way only. Hupson.

The Canners File Answer to Combination Chasen. 


An answer making a sweeping denial was filed July 21st in the Circuit 
Court of Baltimore in the case of the commission merchants against the 
canned goods packers, alleging an arbitrary regulation of daily prices of 


truck and other farm products, commonly sold at the wharf, and of the 
quantity of such products each buyer may have. 


On the filing several weeks ago of the commission men’s bill of com- 


plaint, through Attorneys Isaac Lobe Straus and William L. Rawls, Judge 


Gorter signed an order temporarily enjoining the packers named in the 
litigation from further regulation of prices and sale lots, as alleged, pend- 
ing further action and allowing the packers the right to ask for the 
rescinding of the order within five days after the filing of their answer. 
Each of the packers filed a separate answer, through Attorney John C. Rose. 

As to the allegation of the commission men that they advance annually 
between $500,000 and $600,000 to Maryland farmers and truck growers to 
enable them to produce their crops and to bring them into Baltimore, the 
answer professes lack of knowledge and says that the packers would be 
pleased to receive information on the subject and full proofs. 

The answer relates that it is the custom of the packers to employ buyers 
to purchase farm and truck products in the open market at such prices that 
the packers may decide they can pay, and avers that the regulation of such 
prices is substantially determined by the law of supply and demand. It is 


alleged that the — paid are fixed, in the long run, by the prices that 
can be obtained for canned goods, 


As to the charge that the packers entered into a conspiracy to: 
the market, the answer emphatically denies that the packers conspired 
with each other for that or any similar purpose. 

The answer also denies that there is any noon meeting of certain ones 
of the packers forthe purpose of discussing and regulating the wharf prices 
of truck and farm products. The answer states that what was usually dis- 
cussed when the packers came together was the maximum price which 
could be paid under existing conditions for the several truck commodities 
then in season, and all other information bearing on the topic. The answer 
declares that these discussions took place as a rule, when the packers were 
at luncheon, and denies that there was any committee appointed for the 
purpose of arranging a conspiacy as charged. The answer declares that no 


one of the packers ever surrendered liberty of action to anotner person or 
corporation. 


The answer denies specifically that the prices of any such commodities, 
as peas, strawberries and string beans, have been arbitrarily fixed by the 


oaiiian and ees that the oa influence that has ever been exerted on 
the prices of these articles is that arising from an exchange of information 
and opinions, as has been described. The answer alleges for instance, that 
more has been paid for peas and string beans since the beginning of this 
year’s packing season than in any recent year. 

As to the threatened reduction of the market, as the result of the things 
alleged in the bill of complaint, the answer says that the chief danger is 
that the packing industry will become unprofitable and will have to be 
abandoned, in which case the loss to the complainants will doubtless be 
very serious. 

The answer denies that the packers have caused any damage, irreparable 
or otherwise, to the complainants. The only combination and conspiracy 
which exists, the answer alleges, is the one that has existed among the 
commission men for many years, and which is so absolute and complete 
that if any packer in Baltimore disputes any bill or claim, or any item of 
any bill or claim, which has been presented to or made upon him by any 
of the complainants, none of the other commission men will sell him any 
products whatever, by which alleged combination the commission men 
have for years rendered it practically impossible, except at the risk of great 
loss and injury, for any Baltimore packer to resist any claim made upon 
him by a commission merchant. 

In conclusion, the answer asks that the suit of the commission men be 
dismissed.

So rapid was the growth of their business that the Buena 
Park plant was no longer able to take care of it, so Mr. Wilcox looked 
about for a place to start a branch factory—a locality that could supply 
enough milk to keep his condensing plant busy. He decided upon locat- 
ing in Tempe, Ariz., and was heartily laughed at. For Tempe was in the 
middle of the Alkali Desert of Arizona, and the idea of milk there was 
ridiculous. He was asked if he would milk the cactus plants. _ 

But Mr. Wilcox was looking ahead and foresaw the coming of the 
flood, thanks to Uncle Sam and the magnificent work of gpa we he is 
doing in that Arizona Desert, and by the time his factory was built the 
water was there. All the world knows the wonderful fertility of that soil, 
once water is turned on it—the Valley of the Nile was never more fertile 
in its best days—and so Mr. Wilcox saw his dream materialize. Whe re 
there was not a hundred pounds of milk to be gotten at any price, he is 
today handling upwards of 70,000 pounds. He lead and others followed— 
and he says that has always been his motto, and it would seem so. sage 
do him a wreng, Mr. Wilcox is too modest to say such a thing. He does 
better—he acts.
